IN THE CONQUEST 
OF SPACE 


On I2th August, 1962 the 

Russians launched Andrian 
Nikolyev info spa ce in 
Vostok 3. As he passed over 
his launch base , the Russians 
launched Vostok 4, piloted 
by Pavel Popovich. It passed 
within miles of Vostok 3, 
performing a brief 
rendezvous. It was the first 
time two men had been in 
space at the same time 
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
